Three Kentuckians taken into 
custody last Tuesday evening near 
Stuckey’s on U.S. Highway 90 by 
Deputy Sheriffs Gerald V. Price 
Jr. and Gerald Favre were tried 
on misdemeanor charges in 
Justice of the Peace  Nelius 
Rhodes Court Tuesday night, 
February 20. :
